For over two years the County 
Council of Lennox and Addington 
have had the question before them as 
to the advisability of accepting the 
offer of donations, to be used to- 
defraying the expenses in es- 
tablishirg a House of Kefuge in this 
County. Perhaps most of the citizens 
of this County are aware that the 
late R. D. Schermehorn bequeathed a 
large part of his estate to his exe- 
cutors, Mr, Alexander Grange, Mr. ‘I. 
B. German and Mr. T. A. Martin, in 
trust to be given to such charitable 
object or; objects as they might select. 
The said executors /have oliered $1200 
from this estate to the County to be 
used in establishing a House of Ke- 
fuge, and the Town of Napanee have 
otfered for the same purpose, the 
amount of $3000 held in trust by the 
town from the estate of the late 
Reuben Wright. 

At; the last meeting of the County 
Council the — question was again 
brought up for consideration. Argu- 
ments Were heard for and against and 
facts and figures were placed before 
the Council. The executors mentioned 
above were interviewed with the re- 
sult that they agreed, that in case 
their offer of donation was accepted 
at this sitting of the :council, they 
would) consent to the time for the 
actual commencement of the Building 
of the House of Refuge ; be extended 
to five years after the signing of 
peace terms. This means that the 
County would have five full years 
after the war was over before they 
would have to start operations, 

‘Vhe reason for asking for this ex-

l. PRESENT ARRANGEMENT BY 

THE COUNTY FOR TAKING CARE 
OF ITS AGED DEPENDANTS 


The County av the present time has 
arrangement with the Home for 
aged, and the House of Industry at 
Kkingston to care for all persons sent 
from this county at a rate of $2.50 
Per week for each inmate. We have 
an average of from 30 to 35,in these 
two Institutions at the present time, 
and the cost to the County last year 
was about $3500.00, to which miay be 
added Doctors’ fees, cost of trans- 
portation of inmates to the Homes, 
charges for clothing, ete., which would 
total over $4000.00. These amounts 
have been paid by the Ratepayers of 
this county and will, of course, con- 
tinue from year to year until we pro- 
vide a home of our own. We have 
reason to believe that this arrange- 
ment has been fairly satisfactory in- 
sofar as that the Inmates have re- 
ceived fair treatment. ‘ 

2. WHY CONSIDER CHANGING THIS 

ARRANGEMENT ? 


To appreciate the * reasons for 
changing an apparent satisfactory ar- 


rangement we must fifst understand 
the act in respect to the House of 
Refuge question. 

The Ontario Statutes — explicitly: 


states that any county that has not 
a Home for its Aged and Jestitute 
shall at once proceed with the erec- 
tion and maintance of such a home, 
or two adjdining Counties may agree 
to the Jointyerection of such a Home. 
forty-five acres of tillable land shall 
be provided, and plans and __ specili- 


cations must be approved by the 
Government. If these regulations are 
carried out’ the Government pays 


$4000.00 towards the cost. 

At the present time there are not 
more than three Counties in the Pro- 
Vince who have not complied with 
this act, and Lennox and Addington 
is one of them. Any ratepayers of 
the County may institute proceedings 
and force the county to fulfil the 
requirements of the House of Refuge 
Act. 

A few years ago certain parties did 
start proceedings to force the 
County to build a Home, and __ the 
Council of that time sent a delega- 
tion to appear before the Provincial 
Secretary and plead for an extension 
of time.

We had financial statements from

The num- 
ber of Inmates varied from 40 and 
up in accordance with the size of the 
Counties, and the cost of maintain- 
ing each Inmate per week varied from 
$1.27 a week to $2.55 a week, but in 
the majority of cases, the average was 
from $1.70 to $2.25 per week. These 
figures in most cases covered charges 
for Capital Expenditures, provided for 
keep of manager, matron and _ neces- 
sary help. These figures may be com- 
pared with the amount this county 
iy paying now 82.50 a week. 

WHAT THESE DONATIONS OF-

Well, I forgot just how much I told 
you apout my London trip in my let- 
ter, so if I repeat anything or tell a 


France, Jan. 4th, 1918. 


difierent story you can blame it on ' 
the blues. I could leave Canada in 
Kebruary, 1916, and could leave 


Shornclifie in May, 1916, but to leave 
London in December, IY17, was the 
hardest tooth to pull. When on Sun- 
day morning, about 5 a.m., December 
30th, 1917, we left the hotel in the 
rain to walk to Victoria station, 1 
did not give a farthing whether the 
world ended ‘there or not. The tubes 
and busses had not started runniny 
and the taxies refused to run, henve 
we walked. Down Charing Cross 
Road, across Trafalgar square und 
on down Victoria street. past Bucking- 
ham Palace to the station, was our 
route, 

We left No. 7 about 4 a.m. on the 
16th of December, lrien, Pomeroy, 
Dicken, Elliott and myself were the 
five fortunates for the trip. We got 
a train at once and instead of going 
to Dee, as we should have done,

: Many officers and men are retura- 
ing to England suffering severely 
from shell sho¢k and other ailiments 
contracted in the trenches. The pe- 
culiar nervous condition in which 
these men find |themselves is difficult 
to treat.

pipe of a typhoid carrier. People who have typhoid fever may 
carry Ub: seasc for a leng time and be a source of danger to others, 
especially it (bey bave anything to do with the preparation of food. 
Typhoid fever is rather common about the farms especially if a single 
case tas occurred im a neighborhood where there is any chance of the 
generu! wa.:. supply. such’as a spring, stream, or lake, receiving the intes- 
tinal discharges of (he sick person. A typical example of this occurred 
in ecunnection wilh an ouibreak of the disease at Plymouth, Pa., in 1885. 
Plymeuth is 1 mining town with a population at the time of the outbreak 
of absui 8,000, Its water-supply was obtained from a mountain stream 
drainine an almost uninhabited watershed, and the water for the town was 
impounded jn a series of four impounding reservoirs. Im January a man 
living up stream, who had spent his Christmas holidays in Philadelphia, 
became ill at bis home. The excreta were not disinfected but were thrown 
either into the frozen creek or upon its snow-covered banks. In March. 
there cxme a spring thaw and the accumulations of excreta were washed

In some days as many as 100 cases 
occurred. Cne thousand and four cases were reported. Theré were, it is.

Those who uséd well 
water escaped the disease. This epidemic of typhoid was studied and.

example of the necessity of pretection of public water supplies. 

We are not exempt from such léssons in Ontario. The outbreak of 
sypheid in Ottawa in 1911 and again in 1913, and that of the town of 
Sarnia in 191:-12, all of which were proven to have occurred as the resu!t 
of sewage-po!luated water, have been sharp lessons in our own province, 
Jessons unbappily which have not yet convinced the respective civic 
authorities @’ the necessity of adequate protection of their water-supplies. 

In the majority of cases the well is the chief and usually the only 
source of water supply. It is in many cases a safe supply, especially if it 
ig a deep or driven well and more particularly if it is well protected against 
surface drainage. But many farm wells are shallow with the curb made: 
of un ,ointed timber or stone which allow of easy drainage to the well. The 
covering is often of loose boards through which surface impurities may 
easily run. The danger is slight unless the impurities contain, whieh they 
may easily do, the excreta of persons carelessly thrown upon the ground. 
If the excreta comes from a person affected with typhoid the danger is 
imminent, and there is almost a certainty that users of the water will 
suffer from the disease. The moral is plain: PROTECT THE WELL! 
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typhoid feve: in the little town.

Somehow he crawled back 
through the mud, fearing every 
minute would be his last, for they 
were close around him and shooting 
like mad.

Another young man, Capt. David 
Fallon, M.C., of the Oxford and 
Bucks light infantry, was just about 
to let fly a bomb that had been 
hurled to his feet by a German, when 
it burst, shattering his hand and 
crippling his shoulder and injuring 
the side of his body.

Sowliers Will Be Divided Into Four 
Classes,

that war service badges are. n 
ready for issue, and recommends t Mat 
applications be sent in through Dis- 
trict Headquarters without delay. 

A different badge is issued for each 
of the four classes, which are us 
follows: 

Class A—For members of the C. 
t. F. who have seen active service 
at the front and are now on duty in 
Canada, or who ‘have been honorably 
retired or discharged. 

Class B—For members of the 
C. E. F. honorably retired or dis- 
charged on account of old age, 
wounds, or sickness, renderiag them 
permanently unfit for service, after 


| having seen service in_England-«or at 


tbe front. 

Class C—For members of the 
C. E. F, honorably retired or dis- 
charged on account of old age, in- 
juries or sickness, rendering them 
ubfit for service, after having seen 
service in Canada, 

Class D—For men who offered to 
enlist prior to August 10th, 1917, 
and were rejected as and still are

Even the Word Itself is Wrapped in 
Mystery. 

Even the very word “aborigines” 
| is wrapped in mystery, Those, who 
know nothing of the discussion-which 
has centered round the subject, sail 
in, it is true, easily enough with the 
simple etymological explanation that 
the word is clearly derived from two 
Latin words, namely, ab and origine, 
meaning from the beginning. A little 
more investigation, however, and the 
difficulties begin, for the word abor- 
igine did not originally apply to the 
oldest inhabitants of any country, 
but to a mythical people, the Abor- 
igines of Central Italy, connected 
with the legendary history of Aeneas, 
Latinys, and Evander. These were 


supposed to have descended from 
their mountain home, near the an- 
cient Sabine town of Reate, upon 


Latium, whence they expelled the 
Siceli, and subsequently settled down 
as Latini, under a King Latius, The 
difficulty in the way of attributing an 
almost obvious derivation to their 
name arises from the fact that they 
were always regarded us ‘Hellenic 
immigrants,’ ‘and not as an original 
Italian people. : 

And so scholars have proposed 
“arborigines’” or ‘‘treeborn,’’ and yet 
others "'aberrinines,’’> or ‘‘nomads.”’ 
As one writer has put it, the most 
that can be said is that, if not a gen- 
eral term, ‘‘aborigines’’ may be the 
name of an Italian stock, about 
whom the ancient knew no more 
than ourselves, 

And yet there is, after all, 
thing specially appropriate in the 
fact that the origin of the word 
should be unknown, because that is 
the first prerequisite of the aborigine. 
Indeed, the moment bis origin is 
known, he ceases to be an aborigine. 
And it {5 this fact, no doubt, which 
has always rendered him such ap at- 
tractive figure in history and in fic- 


some- 


tion. Even the black man _ of the 
Australian busb, whose annals, as 
far as can be ascertained, contain no- 


thing of the great deeds of the North 
American Indian, is not without his 
honored place in story. 

Then, of course, when it comes to 
the North American Indian, ,the 
doors of one of the greatest hunting 
grounds of romanes and high adven- 
ture which history affords is immed- 
jaiely thrown open, In the company 
of such master guides as Jumes Feni- 
more Cooper and Captain 
Reid, one takes the trail as easily 
and naturally as ever did a Hawk 
Eye, or one of Montcalm’s Indians. 
And so every aboriginal people, al- 
most, has its special chronicler. 

One of the great difficultics about 
aborigines is to be certain that they 
are aborigines. 
Aryan peoples of India, the 
and the Gouds of the central high: 
lands, for instance, there may be ao 
doubt. Neitber is there any doubt 
about the Oravidians, upon whose 
struggle with the Aryan hordes, 
pressing through the passes of the 
Hindu Kush from the north, the cur- 
tain is rung up on Indian history;

It has oc- 
curred to us that the township rate- 


;payers might like to know the statu- 


j tory law on this subject, and also as 


to snow fences. Revised. Statutes On- 
tario, 1914, Chapter 192 (Municipal 
Act) Section 399, Sub-Section 29, is 
as follows: “l’ly-Laws may be pass- 
ed by the councils of local municipal- 
ities prescribing the height and  des- 
cription of, and the means of main- 
taining and aepieg up and laying, 
down fences along highways or parts 
thereof ;.and for making compensation 
for the increased expenses required !so 
to maintain, keep up or lay down 
any such fence. And by section 408, 
this municipal power is extended — to 
counties along highways under juris- 
diction of the county. Ly the Snow 
Fence Act R. 8.0. Chapter 211, the 
councils are fully empowered by By- 
Law to require the owner or occupier 
of land bordering upon a public high- 
way to take down, alter or removd 
any fence which causes an accumula- 
tion of snow or drift so as to in- 
pede or obstruct travel—the county 
making such comipensation as may be 
agreed upon, or in default of such 
‘agreement compensation to be deter- 
mimed by three fenceviewers as arbi- 
trators, and in case of neglect or re- 
fusal by)owner or occupant, the coun- 
cil, after the expiration of two months 
from time of compensations agreed 
upon, or determined by fenceviewers, 
may take down such fences and may 
construct the fences approved of by 
council,‘ dnd the amount of all costs 
and charges thereby incurred by the 
council, over and above the amount 
of compensation, be recovered by 
council by action ‘in Division Court.
